Hook and Needle 

Some wonderful variations on a theme 
in hooked rugs may be seen in the 
work of George Wells who won this 
year’s Trail Blazer Award for floor 
coverings. The rugs are all wool in 
a selection of amusing and _ stylized 
designs in color on off-white grounds. 
With the exception of an abstract de- 
sign which can be made in sizes up to 
four by six feet, most of the pat- 
terns are available only in somewhat 
smaller sizes and in colors shown.

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Your success as an interior designer or interior decorator is snot 
dependent upon a membership in the American Institute of Deco- 
rators. You can also point out that there are many successful 
architects who are not members of the American Institute of 
Architects. 

There is one sure thing, however, Architecture, as a profession, 
wouldn’t have its professional standing today if it were not for the 
American Institute of Architects. Likewise, the American Institute 
of Decorators has given the designers of interiors a professional 
status. Codes of ethics have been established, trade practices have 
been placed on a higher plane. Through the A.I.D. educational 
program, the profession has the assurance that the interior designer 
of the future will be adequately trained. 

Like the A.I.A., the A.I.D. is the assurance of a progressive 
professionalism. Now there are many interior designers, not A.I.D.

Are they conscious of the fact that there 
are approximately eleven hundred of their contemporaries who as 
A.1.D. members are dedicated to the betterment of their profession? 
It is their efforts that have made this profession. 

I don’t think that belonging to the American Institute of Deco- 
rators is going to make you a better interior designer. Conversely, 
however, by becoming a member you, by your efforts, can make 
the A.I.D. a better organization. It needs your help—it needs your 
thinking — in numbers there is strength—you can add to this 
strength. As a member you can contribute toward raising and 
maintaining the standards of your profession. 

The 23rd Annual Conference of the American Institute of 
Decorators is being held in Chicago this month. It is significant 
because twenty-three years of unselfish effort has already been 
contributed by your contemporaries. Why don’t you become a 
member so that you can make your own individual contribution to 
your profession? 
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FRENCH TRADITION IN AMERICA 


It is seldom that one sees a home in America which 


is so completely French in character, both inside and 


out, as the Joseph C. Smith residence in Scarsdale, 


New York. Maurice Weir, A. I. D., who designed the 
interiors, calls it a “French Provincial chateau—a bit 
of Old Normandy transplanted in America.” 
Typical of its counterpart in France, the house is 
set considerable distance from the road and is ap- 
proached by a long driveway ending in a circular 
court. The landscaping is informal with tall shade 
trees and abundant shrubbery. The house itself is a 
two-story structure of limestone with half timber. 
At the time Mr. Weir was commissioned to design 
the interiors, there were several distinct architectural 
features which the previous owner of the house had 
supplied. The living room walls, for instance, were 
paneled of walnut in the style of Louis XVI. Beige 
Italian marble interspersed with squares of black 
marble had been installed on the foyer floor, With

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completely redesigning the interiors, of creating a 
home for a family with four growing children. The 
result is a gracious mixture of formal and informal 
decor, adapted to the family’s way of living. 

Considerable changes were necessary in the foyer 
which had more of the air of a Victorian mansion 
than a French manor, with its glazed stucco walls, 
ornately-carved paneling, stuffed elephants and heavy 
portieres. The paneling was removed, and the walls 
were combed with pink and white paint. Just off the 
foyer, a guest powder room was built with gay trompe 
l'oeil designs painted on the door and wall giving a 
light touch as seen from the foyer. 

The large living room was keyed for entertainment 
on a formal—but not a grand—scale. A feeling of 
warmth was derived from a pleasant color scheme of 
beiges with accents of coral and olive green. To take 
advantage of the view of the grounds, no under- 


curtains were used at the windows. 


A focal point of the living room is 
the hand-painted documentary mural 
by George R. Prather; the silk cur- 
tains, carved rug and sofa fabric are 


in tones of beige; accent colors are 
coral and olive green in the striped 
fabric of the Louis XVI bérgeéres. 
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Banquettes, upholstered in soft gold 
damask, and a marble-topped coffee 


table provide a pleasant conversation 
grouping in front of large window 
area which looks out on beautifully 
landscaped grounds; Louis XVI 


sconces are used above a pair of bahuts 
which flank the windows.

number of purposes. In the corners of an octagonal 
Louis XV room, cabinets were built with open grill 
doors and books in the top sections, and closed doors 
at the bottom to conceal radio-phonograph and tele- 
vision units. A card table and several conversation 
groupings offer facilities for family gatherings. A 
noteworthy decorative feature of the room is the ex- 
cellent faux bois paneling. 

For dining, two rooms were designed: a formal

The entire house consists of fourteen rooms in 
addition to the servants’ quarters. Throughout, Mr. 
Weir provided a decor which maintains a true flavor

Light’s Diamond Jubilee, a national ob- 
servance of the 75th year since Edison’s de- 
velopment of the first practical incandescent 
lamp, is being commemorated with an ex- 
hibit of light and color—as elements in 
architecture and interior design—in the 
West Galleries of the San Francisco Muse- 
um of Art. Climaxing the exhibit is a pent- 
house apartment designed and furnished by 
W. & J. Sloane, under the direction of Inte- 
rior Designer Arthur Elrod, with lighting 
for it specially planned by General Elec- 
tric to demonstrate the lighting of con- 
temporary interiors. 

The apartment is rimmed by a glassed-in

The Director of Lowe Gallery, Allan 
McNab, University of Miami, recog- 
nizing the significance of artistry in 
everyday things, has announced that ex- 
hibitions of such material will be part 
of each year’s program at the Gallery.

The Annual Exhibition of the work of students in 
the departments of Interior Design, and Window 
Display at the Traphagen School of Fashion this year 
featured the casual as an overtone theme of ever- 
growing importance in modern life, as well as ex- 
amples of traditional period and contemporary in- 
terior design.

This year the assignment was to 
design the entrance hall, living-dining area and ad- 
joining terrace of a suburban house occupied by 
people of adequate means, near New York City. First 
prize of $100 was awarded to M. Ray Sandercock, Jr., 
Honesdale, Pa.; second prize of $75 to Randolph H. 
Trull, Raleigh, N. C.; and third prize of $50 was 
awarded to Renee Vermont, New York, N. Y. Three 
honorable mention awards of $25 each were awarded 
to: Joanne McLellan, Hyattsville, Md.;

Interiors during the period of Louis XV became 
smaller and more intimate, and this alteration consti- 
tuted the most salient change in 18th-century French 
interior design. 


LOUIS XVI: The Louis XVI style was inaugurated 
by the Marquise de Pompadour, and by 1764, the year 
of her death, it was fairly well established. But the style 
was most popular during the reign of Louis XVI (1774- 
1793), and so bears his name. This last of the great 
French styles in furniture was almost pure classic, a 
complete reversal from the rococo forms of Louis XV 
and a return to the classicism of Louis XIV, but with a 
difference: delicate detail. The seating furniture of the 
Louis XVI period was characterized by delicate scale 
and simple classic designs; and with either round or 
square feet. The backs were invariably of different re- 
strained forms—oval, round, square—some form-fitted, 
and the wooden frame was always exposed. Upholstered 
chairs were similar in size to those of the Louis XV 
period, with straight lines replacing the curves. Com- 
modes were as severely classical as formerly they had 
been full of curves, and some were made of dark woods 
with gold decorations on the legs and hardware, the 
legs reeded. 


DIRECTOIRE: The Directory ruled France from 
1795 to 1799, following the Revolution, and its work,

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canaille, was dedicated to obliterating everything re- 
maining of royal significance. This furniture with the 
same delicacy of design as that of the Louis XVI style 
but with much less ornamentation—due, in part, to 
post-war poverty —thus inaugurated the Directoire 
style in interior design, In the turned legs of a table or 
armchair, in the lines of a daybed, there was a certain 
easy informality that characterized the models of the 
time, as well as the political implications. 


EMPIRE: The development of the Empire style out 
of the Directoire—which was, after all, only a style in 
transition from Louis XVI—parallels the progress of 
Napoleon. The Empire (1804-1814), a fiat style, re- 
flected a government modeled on that of ancient Rome. 
Jacques Louis David, an artist of eminent ability, was 
appointed arbiter of the arts, and without his guidance 
Napoleon’s style would not have fared so well artistically. 
Walls were either draped or painted, in imitation of 
draperies; and wallpapers were also much used. The 
furniture was copied from marble and bronze models 
originating in ancient Rome, and was naturally grandi- 
ose and overscaled and heavy of construction. Large 
plain chests and cabinets were faced with superb veneers, 
and ornamented with ormolu mounts of finest craftsman- 
ship. Few moldings were used, the heavy forms depend- 
ing on applied ormolu for decoration.

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BOOK REVIEW 


ENGLISH FURNITURE: The Georgian Period 
(1750-1830) 


By Margaret Jourdain and F. Rose. 
Illustrated with photographs. 210 pp. 
London: B. T. Batsford, Ltd. In New 
York: John de Graff, Inc., 64 West 23 
St. $12.50 


This beautiful book, uniform with English Decoration: 
1500-1830, by Margaret Jourdain, will be found an in- 
dispensable guide and valuable reference work to the 
greatest period of English cabinetmaking for the interior 
designer and the dealer in antique furniture. The text 
is authoritative, factual and accurate, and—in its ac- 
counts of methods of construction and of the woods 
which were employed—fully technical. It surveys the 
influence of taste on the development of style during 
the period, and it covers the leading designers and cab- 
inetmakers, including those whose work and manner 
are only now coming to be recognized. More than half 
of the book is lavishly filled with brilliant large photo- 
graphs of handsome examples of furniture, many of 
which have never been shown before, making it one 
of the most complete, most beautiful works ever pub- 
lished on the Georgian Period of English furniture. 

The text studies the influence of fashion and archi- 
tecture on the furniture, the growth of the furniture 
trade, woods and technical processes, and considers seat 
furniture, tables, bookcases, cabinets, chests, beds, light- 
ing, mirrors and many other pieces. The 172 big photo- 
graphs cover each phase of the period. 


FURNITURE FOR MODERN INTERIORS 
By Mario Dal Fabbro. Illustrated with 
229 photographs and 83 pages of draw- 
ings. 205 pp. New York: Reinhold Pub- 

lishing Corp., 330 West 42nd St. $7.50 
This book offers in two sections an entirely new ap- 
proach to the presentation of furniture designs. The first 
consists of a series of rooms and room settings in which 
modern furniture is used, and it is further divided into 
individual room types—halls, entrances, living rooms, 
dining rooms, bedrooms, studies, etc. Each of these room 
types, comprising a separate chapter, is described in cap- 
tion form and is illustrated with both photographs and 
detailed drawings. The second section is organized by in- 
dividual furniture pieces. The author here is concerned 
with the unusual features of each of the pieces, which 
have been selected for some special reason: because they 
show how to use new materials well or how to use old 
materials in a new manner; or because they were de- 
signed to answer technical problems sensibly and well;
